Board says former Tory candidate wrote $85,000 in unexplained cheques

Former Halifax Conserva¬ 
tive candidate Rosamond 
Luke has been fired, after 
allegations she wrote 
$85,000 worth of 
unapproved cheques from 
an immigrant women's as¬ 
sociation she helped 
create. 

Board chair Brenda 
Saunders/Todd, of the All 
Women’s Empowerment 
and Development Associa¬ 


tion, said there’s only 
$20,000 left in the group’s 
bank account. It owes 
more than that in taxes 
and payroll, and so the 
charity was forced to close. 

Luke was fired yesterday. 
Three other employees of 
the association are now 
out of work. 

“It’s clearly the case that 
there was egregious mis¬ 
management,” said board 
member Patricia Glaze- 
brook. 

No one from AWEDA 
had called police as of

That’s when AWEDA 
began to investigate its 
own finances. 

Saunders/Todd said a se¬ 
ries of cheques had been 
made out either to Luke, or 
to cash. Some of those 
were marked as Luke’s 
paychecks — she made 
$60,000 a year. Others are 
marked as expenses. 

Messages left for Luke 
via e-mail and at her home 
were not returned.

70 ousted from home after blaze in Dartmouth

Fire ripped through a Dart¬ 
mouth apartment building 
inhabited mostly by sen¬ 
iors yesterday, displacing 
70 people. 

Officials don’t know how 
the fire at 21 Albert Street 
started, but said it spread 
through the walls through¬ 
out the building. 

Charlene Sampson first 
heard a smoke alarm going 
off when she came home 
around 4:30 p.m. They 
tracked the sound to a sec¬ 
ond-floor room. 

“I didn’t see flames. All I 
saw was smoke every¬ 
where. Just billowing 
smoke, it was unbeliev¬ 
able,” said Sampson. 

The superintendent 
found no one in the room 
and the building was soon 
evacuated. 

Fire officials chased the 
fire for over an hour before 
it exploded out of a fourth 
floor apartment, with mas¬ 


sive flames shooting out of 
a balcony. 

No residents were hurt 


but one firefighter suffered 
smoke inhalation and an¬ 
other had slight burns. 


“There’s major structure 
damage to this building, so 
I’d say (residents) will be 


out for a while,” said fire 
department spokesman 
Mike LeRue.

Honouring a legacy

Hundreds of veterans, 
politicians, soldiers and 
members of the public 
gathered on the shore of 
the Bedford Basin yester¬ 
day morning for the 
unveiling of a memorial to 
honour Canada’s merchant 
navy. 

The force dodged German 
U-boats during the Second 
World War, transporting 
much-needed supplies from 
Canada to Britain. 

With 1,600 dead, the mer¬ 
chant navy suffered the 


biggest percentage of losses 
of any of Canada’s armed 
services. 

“They did it well. With 
steely determination, grit 
and courage, hunted by an 
aggressive enemy, in ships 
that did not have the luxury 
of speed,” said Rear Admiral 
Paul Maddison. “It’s hard to 
believe, when you know 
their story, how long and 
how hard these veterans of 
the merchant navy had to 
fight for recognition.” 

A huge anchor in Bed¬ 
ford’s DeWolfe Park will 
serve as a memorial to the 
merchant sailors, along 
with an engraved plaque. 


It’s one of the legacy proj¬ 
ects sponsored by the 
Democracy 250 program. 

“We must 
always honour 
their hard 
work and sac¬ 
rifice,” said Lt.- 
Gov. Mayann 
Francis. 

“(They) ensured that as 
many citizens as possible 
exercised their right to vote 
... by fighting in the wars.” 

But some sailors don’t 
feel appreciated. Mer¬ 
chant sailor veterans 
weren’t granted the same 
status as those who 
served with the Royal 


Canadian Navy until 1992. 

Peter Hutchins served in 
England’s merchant navy, 
but has lived 
in Canada for 
the last 50 
years. He said 
when he was 
at war he was

Lt.-Gov Mayann Francis doing it for 

the British Empire, not an 
individual country. Never¬ 
theless, he says he’s not 
treated like a war hero. 

“I’m told that because 
we’re bom in London, we’re 
not veterans,” Hutchins, 82, 
said. “It’s ridiculous. I get no 
privileges that Canadian 
veterans do.”

Volunteer board could be forced to pay back funds 


Rosamond Luke leaves be¬ 
hind a charity now broke 
and a volunteer board that 
could be on the hook for 
the debt. 

The All Women’s Em¬ 
powerment and Develop¬ 
ment Group was given 
$142,700 by the federal 
government back in 
March. But when the board 
of directors looked at the 
books last week, they 
found just over $20,000 
left. 

AWEDA owes more than 
that in taxes and staff 
salaries. Now the volun¬ 


teer board of directors 
could be responsible for 
paying that back. 

“We certainly could be. 
It’s terrifying. It’s absolute¬ 
ly terrifying,” said board 
member Patricia Glaze- 
broolc. 

“I’m a volunteer who’s 
put a significant amount of 
time and effort into this 
project and now it could 
cost me in the long-term. 
I’m a single mother with a 
small child.” 

A lawyer contacted by 
Metro said the board could 
be liable even though they 


didn’t know former execu¬ 
tive director Rosamond 
Luke had spent all the 
money. 

“You are liable unless 
you can show you exer¬ 
cised due diligence,” said 
Michael Wood of Burchell 
Hayman Parish. 

“Any board is potentially 
liable.... With volunteer 
boards, potentially there’s 
a greater risk because a lot 
of times they don’t have 
the structure that larger 
corporations have to make 
sure reporting gets done.”

election Imagine a Halifax 
with no bridge tolls, and a 
third bridge over the 
Northwest Arm. 

David Boyd does. The 
HRM mayoral candidate 
known for his controver¬ 
sial pledges released his 
transportation platform 
yesterday and it didn’t dis¬ 
appoint. 

Boyd at once came out 
against a third bridge be¬ 
tween Halifax and Dart¬ 
mouth for being too ex¬ 
pensive, while calling for a 
walking bridge to be built 
over the Northwest Arm. 

Boyd said the new bridge 
could be paid for by bring¬ 
ing more businesses to Hal¬ 
ifax, though he admitted 
this could take two or 
three decades. 

He also called for quickly 
paying down the Bridge 
Commission’s debt, while 
proposing a cut in bridge 
toll prices from 75 to 50 
cents. 

“We should look at some 
point where there’ll be no 
more tolls at all. The rea¬ 
son why we have tolls is 
because of bad planning,” 
said Boyd. 

“It’s like an anchor, the 
price of these bridges that 
we’re paying to finance 


them. We should find a sol¬ 
id plan by say 2021 we 
want them to be totally 
debt free.” 

But Bridge Commission 
treasurer Ken Munro said 
Boyd’s plan is “not even an 
option.” Munro said the 
bridge has been fully paid 
for, and the remaining 
debt is due to ongoing 
costs and upgrades — such 
as $55 million to expand 
the MacDonald to three 
lanes.

“It’s just not an option to 
do it (lower or eliminate 
tolls). Not with our costs,” 
said Munro. “Maintaining 
a bridge is an extremely 
costly item.” 

Also, the bridge commis¬ 
sion works with the 
province so the municipal¬ 
ity has no authority over it. 
Boyd would like to see that 
change, however.

Diseases rising as more 
N.S. youth having sex

Health officials say more 
and more young people 
are having casual — and 
often unprotected — sex, 
and now the rate of 
chlamydia in Nova Scotia 
is well above the national 
average. 

“Probably over the last 
three years it’s been the 
case,” said Ruth Fox, a 
nurse with Public Health’s 
Communicable Disease 
Control Program. 

“We need to do some¬ 
thing about this. We need 
to raise the public’s aware¬ 
ness, yet again, that sexual 
activity can lead to sexual 


STDs in numbers

to 24 are at the greatest 
risk. 

• The national average of 
chlamydia infection is 170 
per 100,000. 

• In Nova Scotia, 190 cas¬ 
es are reported for every 
100,000. 

infection.” 

Fox says the disease of¬ 
ten doesn’t show symp¬ 
toms, meaning carriers 
spread chlamydia without 
knowing they’re infected. 

The good news is it’s 
easy to treat with one dose, 
and the drugs are relative¬ 


ly cheap. But prevention is 
still key. 

Fox says condoms are 
necessary and sexually ac¬ 
tive people should regular¬ 
ly have themselves tested. 

It’s not just Nova Scotia, 
either, she says. Infection 
rates are rising across the 
country for all sexually 
transmitted infections. 

Complacency led to an 
outbreak of syphilis in No¬ 
va Scotia five years ago. 
Fox said it had become so 
rare, doctors had trouble 
treating it. It was like a 
brand new disease. 

“People are being naive 
if they think they will 
know if a person has an in¬ 
fection,” Fox said.

Teen pleads guilty, says 
sorry to victims’ families 


A Dartmouth teen will 
spend two years on proba¬ 
tion for causing a car crash 
last summer that killed 
Alex Lambert, 20, and 
Allyson Kinley, 23. 

Yesterday, the 18-year- 
old pleaded guilty to the 
Aug. 2, 2007, incident. 

He was due to stand trial 
on five charges, including 
street racing. 

But he pleaded guilty on¬ 
ly to dangerous driving. 

He apologized in court, 
and Adele Kinley, mother 
of one of the young victims 
killed in the crash, told re¬ 
porters that she accepts his 
apology. 

“That’s what we wanted 
to hear, that he was sorry

for his part in it/’ 

Adele Kinley, mother 
of 23 -year-old girl 
killed in crash 

for his part in it,” she told 
CTV News. 

“He’s not a bad kid, he 
just got caught in a bad sit¬ 
uation.” 

The 18-year-old was 17 at 
the time of the car crash, 
so his identity is banned 
from publication under 
the Youth Criminal Justice 
Act.

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At least two community 
groups would love to 
redraw the HRM. 

Twenty-three councillors 
and a mayor just don’t 
work, according to the 
Bedford Community Coun¬ 
cil and Citizens for Halifax. 

One group wants the 
council split into two: One 
rural, one urban. The other 
wants community councils 
to have decision-making- 
powers for certain issues. 

The way the city man¬ 
ages itself has been a topic 
in the run-up to the elec¬ 
tion. Mayoral candidate 
Sheila Fougere said she’d 
consider a plebiscite on de¬ 
amalgamation. 

But de-amalgamation 
can be a frightening word, 
said Malcolm Fraser, chair 
of Citizens for Halifax. 

“It makes people think 
we’re going backwards 
and, really, what we need 
to do is go forwards and 
evolve amalgamation into 
something more effective.” 

Donna Lugar of the Bed¬ 


ford Community Council 
said she doesn’t want de¬ 
amalgamation either. She 
said it’s too expensive and 
things would go back to 
the way they were anyway. 

She’d rather have a 
scaled-down, elected-at- 
large council, plus commu¬ 
nity councils making deci¬ 
sions. Their jurisdiction 


would be anything that di¬ 
rectly relates to the com¬ 
munity, including parks, 
potholes and streetlights. 

It wouldn’t mean more 
elected officials, she said, 
because the HRM council 
would be small to fill the 
ranks in the community 
councils. 

Fraser said HRM has the 


largest geographic land 
mass of any city in the 
country and only a small 
part of it is urban. And in 
some districts, only a frac¬ 
tion of the money earned 
there is spent there. 

“Is the structure amalga¬ 
mation was set up for 
working? A lot of people 
would say no,” Fraser said.

Closing arguments 
made in Race case 

Trial nears end for N.S. man in N.Y. slaying 


A judge is now deciding 
the fate of accused 
murderer Glen Race. 

In a surprising turn of 
events, defence lawyer 
Mark McCormick didn’t 
present the anticipated in¬ 
sanity defence. 

McCormick later said the 
circumstantial evidence in 
the case didn’t prove the 
prosecution’s case beyond a 
reasonable doubt, so he did¬ 
n’t feel the need to do so. 

Race, a Nova Scotia man 
who has been diagnosed 
with paranoid schizophre¬ 
nia, is charged in the May 
10, 2007, shooting death of 
father of two Darcy Manor. 

The only defence witness, 
Carol Vennette, who lives 
near the rural camp where 
Manor was shot, testified 
that she saw two men driv¬ 
ing Manor’s truck away 
from the lodge shortly after 
Manor’s death. 

McCormick said her testi¬ 
mony raises questions 
about whether someone

else actually committed the 
murder. 

Officials allege Race was 
fleeing after killing Trevor 
Charles Brewster and 
Michael Paul Knott in Hali¬ 
fax, when he encountered 
Manor at a rural Mooers, 
N.Y., camp. 

Prosecutors allege Race 
killed Manor because he 
was looking for a getaway 
car. 

McCormick argued the 
testimony and evidence 
were merely circumstantial 
and that no scientific or di¬ 
rect evidence firmly linked 
Race to the lodge or 
Manor’s murder. 

He said there was strong 
evidence that Race was in 
the Drown Road area 
around the time of the 


killing and that he pos¬ 
sessed the murder victim’s 
stolen property, but that 
nothing directly linked him 
to the crimes. 

McCormick said “no one 
with any common sense” 
could link the bullet frag¬ 
ment pulled from Manor’s 
body to the rifle that was al¬ 
legedly found with Race at 
the time of his arrest. 

District Attorney Andrew 
Wylie acknowledged there 
was no direct physical evi¬ 
dence linking Race to the 
lodge and local murder, but 
said the circumstantial evi¬ 
dence of his guilt is “over¬ 
whelming.” 

“Circumstantial? Yes. Co¬ 
incidental? I think not,” he 
said during his closing argu¬ 
ment, suggesting Race wore 
gloves during the crime to 
make sure no fingerprints 
were left behind. 

“What the defendant is, 
your honour, is a cold¬ 
blooded killer.”

A fire broke out on the 
second floor hallway yes¬ 
terday morning at 9:23 
a.m. Firefighters quickly 
put out the fire and dam¬ 
age to the motel on the 
Bedford Highway was 
minimal.

Doctor questions police Taser use on diabetic 


am herst An Amherst physi¬ 
cian is questioning police’s 
use of energy weapons fol¬ 
lowing an incident in which 
a man in insulin shock was 
Tasered. 

“For the life of me, I can’t 
understand the rationale 
behind using this weapon 


in this situation,” said Dr. 
Brian Ferguson. “You have a 
man with a dangerously 
low blood sugar and two 
paramedics and two or 
three police officers could¬ 
n’t control him?” 

Amherst police officers 
used the Taser on a 34-year- 


old diabetic man who 
wouldn’t stay still while 
paramedics tried to put in 
an intravenous line. 

Ferguson is not blaming 
the officers for using the 
weapon, but feels those 
who use it have to under¬ 
stand the risks associated 


with using it on someone 
with a medical or mental 
condition. 

“If you’re on certain med¬ 
ications that affect heartbeat 
or have a genetic connection 
to that, an electric shock can 
kill you,” Ferguson said.

ADHD increases 
teen crash odds

Teen drivers can be danger¬ 
ous behind the wheel, but 
throw in an attention 
deficit disorder and the po¬ 
tential for accidents multi¬ 
plies. 

Car accidents are the 
leading cause of death in 
adolescents in North 
America, but kids with at¬ 
tention deficit hyperactivi¬ 
ty disorder (ADHD) are 
four times more likely to 
get into an accident. 

Daniel Cox, from Char¬ 
lottesville, Va., is a psychol¬ 
ogist and leading expert on 
ADHD. He is in Halifax to 
talk to doctors at the IWK 
about their ADHD patients. 

The two core symptoms 
of ADHD are inattention 
and impulsivity, he said. 
Inattention means ADHD 
drivers might not notice 
cars around them. 

“And if you’re also im¬ 
pulsive, that makes you 
more vulnerable to run 
stop signs, run red lights, 
to cut people off and do 


dumb things,” Cox said. 

“In retrospect, these 
folks are recognizing 
they’re dumb things, but 
they just spontaneously re¬ 
spond. 

“The combination of 
inattention 
and impul¬ 
sivity is es¬ 
pecially 
dangerous 
behind the 
wheel.” 

The solu¬ 
tion is get¬ 
ting ADHD 
drivers on 
medication, but teens in 
general don’t like to recog¬ 
nize they need help. 

Cox said he will tell clini¬ 
cians at the IWK to talk to 
their ADHD patients about 
driving safety. 

Plus, Cox noted acci¬ 
dents among adolescents 
are most likely to occur on 
evenings, weekends and 
summer holidays, when 
teens are least likely to 
take medication. 

“If these medications are 
going to work, they can’t 
take them just for school.”

'No real deterrents’: Food inspector 

Release of 2005 review of food safety has federal agriculture minister in spotlight again

Gaping holes in the 
country’s food safety net, 
revealed yesterday in a 
Torstar News Service/CBC 
investigation, prompted re¬ 
newed calls for the federal 
agriculture minister’s resig¬ 
nation and promises from 
all parties to fix a system in 
disarray. 

“We are aware of defi¬ 
ciencies,” Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper told re¬ 
porters yesterday in re¬ 
sponse to publication of a 
2005 internal government 


report that documented se¬ 
rious problems with the 
country’s food inspection 
and recall systems. 

“That’s why we’re acting 
and investing, both putting 
money — we’ve hired 200 
more inspectors — and we 
are looking very carefully at 
our processes as we go for¬ 
ward. We’re also going to 
conduct a comprehensive 
inquiry on the listeriosis 
outbreak. The previous gov¬ 
ernment was aware of some 
of these deficiencies. They 


didn’t act. We have been 
acting.” 

The Food Emergency Re¬ 
sponse Review, written in 
2005, warns “there is no 
clear policy on when a re¬ 
call requires public warn¬ 
ing,” that “quality of food 
safety investigation needs 


to be enhanced,” and that 
“too much reliance is being 
placed on information pro¬ 
vided by the (food producer) 
or, in the case of imports, 
the foreign country (‘arm¬ 
chair investigations’).” 

Three years later, and two 
years after the Tories took 


power, experts and govern¬ 
ment inspectors say many 
of the problems detailed in 
the government report re¬ 
main a threat to public 
health. Many say the docu¬ 
ment served as an early 
warning of the Maple Leaf 
listeria outbreak that has so 
far claimed 18 lives. 

Federal inspectors, who 
read the review this week, 
said little has changed since 
the review was done. In¬ 
spectors, concerned for 
their jobs, have asked that 


their names not be pub¬ 
lished. 

“There have been limited 
prosecutions, legislative 
backing is limited, follow¬ 
up varies,” one wrote in an 
e-mail. “(There are) no real 
deterrents. (We) can’t pull li¬ 
cences. (There are) no re¬ 
quirements for export certi¬ 
fication. Some inspectors 
may have the time to do fol¬ 
low-up inspections, but 
mostly they move on to the 
next complaint/recall.”

Bush pushes bailout 
to avoid major crisis 

Presidential candidates duel over priorities 


U.S. President George W. 
Bush told Americans last 
night the country could 
slip into full-blown 
economic panic without 
immediate passage of a 
rescue package, capping a 
day in which the U.S. finan¬ 
cial crisis threw the presi¬ 
dential election campaign 
into chaos. 

The outgoing president 
offered a grim prognosis if 
Congress fails to act, warn¬ 
ing in a nationally tele¬ 
vised address of plummet¬ 
ing home values, soaring 
foreclosures and evaporat¬ 
ing retirement funds. 

In an extraordinary move, 
he also invited Republican 
presidential candidate John 
McCain and Democratic 
contender Barack Obama to 
the White House today to 
discuss the crisis and both 
men agreed to attend. 


Plan in jeopardy 

• At issue is a proposed $700 
billion US economic bailout 
package — now referred to 
as a "a rescue" by the Bush 
administration — that has 
been met by widespread 
outrage on Capitol Hill by 
legislators from both parties. 

Bush also said millions 
of American jobs could be 
lost, with credit choked off 
for those who remained 
standing amid the carnage. 

“Our entire economy is 
in danger,” he said. “Ulti¬ 
mately, our country could 
experience a long and 
painful recession.” 

Bush spoke hours after 
McCain, seeking to show 
leadership in the face of 
sinking poll standings, said 
he would suspend his cam¬ 


paign and return to Wash¬ 
ington to deal with the cri¬ 
sis. McCain also called for 
the postponement of to¬ 
morrow’s scheduled presi¬ 
dential debate with Oba¬ 
ma, a proposal the Illinois 
senator immediately reject¬ 
ed, saying Americans ex¬ 
pect a prospective presi¬ 
dent to do more than one 
thing at a time. His oppo¬ 
nents derided the McCain 
move as a political stunt, a 
gambit by a man who sees 
support slipping away. 

Late last night, the two 
candidates released a joint 
statement acknowledging 
the country is in an eco¬ 
nomic crisis. 

“Now is a time to come 
together — Democrats and 
Republicans — in a spirit of 
co-operation for the sake of 
the American people,” they

Roasting the pepper rainbow 



Peppers are available in a rainbow of colours from green to red to purple to ivory. 


Available in a rainbow of 
colours, the versatile 
sweet pepper lends itself 
equally well to salads, stir- 
fries, casseroles, soups, 
and sauces. Sweet 
peppers are members of 
the Nightshade family of 
vegetables along with po¬ 
tatoes, tomatoes and egg¬ 
plants. 

To savour the flavour of 
peppers beyond the grow¬ 
ing season, roast and 
freeze peppers during the 
height of the harvest. 
Sweet red peppers are the 
ones most roasted, but 
yellow, orange and 
banana peppers and large 
chiles are also good roast¬ 
ed. Versatile as they are 
delicious, roasting brings 
out their full sweet flavour 
and adds a hint of smoki¬ 
ness. 

Preheat barbecue on 
high heat. Prick each pep¬ 
per with a fork several 
times to prevent them 
from bursting during 
grilling. Close the lid and 
cook peppers on high 
heat, turning when the 
skin chars. Keep turning 
the peppers until the skin 
is charred on all sides. To 
make the skin easier to re¬ 


move, place the charred 
peppers in a glass or met¬ 
al bowl and cover to 
“steam” for at least 15 
minutes. Peel off skin, cut 
in half and remove seeds. 
Most peppers peel quite 
easily with the exception 
of thin-skinned green bell 
peppers. Arrange pepper 
pieces apart on parchment 
paper lined baking sheets. 
Freeze until solid, then 


pack into resealable freez¬ 
er bags and store in the 
freezer for up to 10 
months. 

Roasted Red Pepper and 
Chevre Spread 

A simple spread to make 
ahead, serve with crostini 
or crackers and a bowl of 
good black olives. Makes 
about 1 l A cups (375 mL). 


INGREDIENTS: 

• 1 roasted red pepper, 
peeled and roughly 
chopped 

• 1 small clove garlic, 
minced 

• 4 oz (125 g) cream 
cheese, softened 

• 5 oz (140 g) chevre 
cheese 

METHOD: 

In food processor, com¬ 
bine red pepper, garlic and 


cheeses. Process until 
smooth. Scrape into a serv¬ 
ing dish, cover and chill 
several hours or overnight. 

Tips: 

• Good for you: Sweet pep¬ 
pers are high in Vitamin C 
— ounce for ounce there is 
three times as much vita¬ 
min C in a sweet pepper 
than an orange. Green pep¬ 
pers contain about half as 
much Vitamin C. Red pep¬ 


pers are also an excellent 
source of Vitamin A. 
Sweet peppers are also a 
source of dietary fibre, fo¬ 
late and potassium. 

• Pick of the crop: Peppers 
should feel full, heavy and 
tight. They should be shiny 
and free of bruises or spots.

• 1 tbsp. minced fresh 
rosemary 

• 2 tsp. minced garlic 

• 1 y 2 tsp. salt 

• y 4 tsp. black pepper 

• 1 tsp. grated lemon zest 

• 1 whole beef tenderloin 
or 1 eye of round roast 
(three pounds) 

METHOD: 

Preheat the oven to 450. 
Move the oven rack to the 


bottom third of the oven. 
Mix together the rub in¬ 
gredients in a bowl. Rub 
all over beef and let stand 
at room temperature for 
30 minutes. Place beef in 
shallow roasting pan. Put 
in oven and turn heat to 
400 F. 

Roast meat, uncovered, 
45-55 minutes or until 
meat thermometer insert¬ 
ed into the centre registers 
140 degrees for medium- 
rare. 

Remove from the oven 
and let stand, uncovered, 
10 minutes before slicing. 
The meat’s temperature 
will continue to rise as it 
rests.

Keira Knightley’s career is 
as dreamlike as the fanta¬ 
sy world she likes to live 
out on screen. 

“It’s pure escapism,” 
says the 23-year-old ac¬ 
tress about her penchant 
for doing period pieces. 

“When I watch films 
that I’m in, I want to be 
completely taken away 
from myself. I want to be 
in another place, where 
I’m not worried about the 
fact that I haven’t paid my 
mobile phone bill. I want 
to be taken into a fantasy 
world.” Without stopping 
for air, she adds, “I find 
that watching period 
films and reading books 
set in another time just 
helps me to escape from 
my own reality.” 

Of course, her reality is 
most people’s fairytale. At 
just 20, Knightley became 
the third youngest actress 
nominated for an Oscar 
for her role in Pride and

Prejudice. And any new¬ 
bie would die for a debut 
packing as much one-two 
star power punch as hers. 
In the span of one year 
she came out with inter¬ 
national hits Bend It Like 
Beckham, Pirates of the 
Caribbean and Love Actu¬ 
ally. 

Her success has a lot to 
do with smart decision¬ 
making. In Hollywood, 
where most roles for 
women are either arche¬ 


typal wives or girlfriends, 
Knightley manages to 
play strong, complex fe¬ 
male leads. 

“I do weed through a lot 
of shitty scripts and a lot 
of rather vapid charac¬ 
ters,” she confesses. 

Her latest, Georgiana, 
the Duchess of Devon¬ 
shire in The Duchess, is 
another fascinating fig¬ 
ure. 

Labelled the Victorian 
party girl, the real-life 
Georgiana was a hopeless¬ 
ly idealistic fashion icon 
longing for true love and 
to change the political 
regime. At the same time, 
she was vulnerable and 
oppressed — her best 
friend stole her husband, 
and the three lived to¬ 
gether in the most tortur¬ 
ous set up. But instead of 
viewing Georgiana as a 
tragic figure, Knightley 
finds her inspiring. 

“What happens to her is 
enough to send most peo¬ 
ple to the loony bin and 
yet she keeps walking for¬ 
ward,” Knightley says. 


The London native says 
it’s the strength of the 
character that draws her 
to a role. “If I think about 
my favourite characters, I 
go back to more ’40s era 
characters than the recent 
ones. Your Bette Davis, 
your Katharine Hepburn 
characters — women with 
incredible wit and just 


sort of,” she pauses to 
laugh, “fighting women.” 
The chuckle is in response 
to her own reputation as 
someone who’s not going 
back down. 

Last year, Knightley 
sued Britain’s Daily Mail 
for running photos of her 
beside an article about a 
girl who died from 


anorexia. And she likes to 
curse. About wearing one 
of the huge hats she kept 
from the film: “Can you 
imagine? Walking down 
the street in London ... re¬ 
ally f—ing subtle that 
would be,” says Knightley 
who’s storing one of the 
ostentatious bonnets on 
top of a light stand.

TIME OF THE SEASON: YOU 

might be wondering why 
this fall’s TV season feels 
like such a low-key affair. If 
you are, I’d like to meet you, 
because by this point I’d as¬ 
sume most people have bet¬ 
ter things to do with their 
time, and that the decades- 
old calendar rituals of the 
broadcast television indus¬ 
try are as relevant to their 
lives as the solstice bonfire, 
or blacking the coal grate. 

Even the big four net¬ 
works like to pretend that 
they’re so over that fall sea¬ 
son thing, and a recent New 
York Times piece had Alan 
Wurtzel, NBC’s president of 
research, insisting that this 
fall is the last time they’ll 
ever acknowledge the tradi¬ 
tion. They’ve been acknowl¬ 
edging it with both hands, 
though, despite growing in¬ 


difference from their view¬ 
ers, but old habits die hard, 
and as the Times pointed 
out, “Nielsen Media Re¬ 
search has deemed that 
Monday was the starting 
point when audience totals 
for shows began to count, 
so viewers found mostly 
new episodes of shows on 
the broadcast networks, 
like Grey’s Anatomy on ABC 
and N.C.I.S. on CBS.” 

Simply put, as long as rat¬ 
ings are measured in the 
traditional way, the people 
who measure them will be 
in the habit of prioritizing 
ratings-gathering into cen- 
sus-lilce windows of oppor¬ 
tunity. Which means that 
networks will continue to 
compete with each other 
like horses in a dead heat, 
their riders eyeing each oth¬ 
er warily, putting the spurs 
to their mounts whenever 
anyone else seems like 
they’re trying to pull ahead. 

Change, when it comes, 
will be incremental at first. 
Dawn Ostroff, head of the 
CW network, told the 
Times that they “felt it was 
really important to be able 
to get ahead of all the clut¬ 


ter,” so they bumped up the 
season debuts and pre¬ 
mieres of shows like Gossip 
Girl and 90210, which 
prompted Fox to pull the 
trigger earlier on titles like 
House and Fringe. While 
the networks are shifting 
their premieres back, view¬ 
ers are delaying when 
they’re watching them, and 
David Poltraclc, Wurtzel’s 
opposite number at CBS, 
noted that 70 per cent of 
shows being recorded and 
watched later are network 
product, versus only 46 per 
cent of what’s being 


watched live. 

A number that no one 
wants to talk about is 
what’s being downloaded 
from the Internet, includ¬ 
ing shows that were avail¬ 
able months before their 
scheduled air date — such 
as the pilots and season de¬ 
buts of shows like Fringe, 
True Blood and Califomica- 
tion, and the original pilot 
of the Americanized Life On 
Mars. Pirated or unofficially 
leaked, they’re a harbinger 
of a day when networks 
will have to act more like 
producers, and put their 


s wares on the market when 
| they’re ready, not when tra- 
| dition, convenience, and an 
| open slot in the primetime 
=j schedule deigns to put 
i them before an increasingly 
| disinterested public. 

jet boy: If you’re reading 
this early enough, you 
might want to watch an 
oddball bit of history take 
place with the live broad¬ 
cast of Yves Rossay’s at¬ 
tempt to fly across the Eng¬ 
lish Channel powered by 
his own jetpaclc and wings. 
Jetman Live will air at 7 a.m. 
ET on History Television 
and the National Geograph¬ 
ic Channel, which should 
take about 12 minutes if 
Ros say can maintain 190 
km/h on his wicked cool 
but fantastically dangerous 
contraption.

Linguine and 
Salmon with Creamy 
Lemon-Dill Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) skinned salmon fil¬ 
let 

Grated zest and juice of 1 
lemon 

2 tablespoons (25 mL) 
chopped fresh dill 

8 oz (250 g) linguine 
2 large carrots, peeled and cut 
into matchstick strips 
2 large zucchini, unpeeled and 
cut into matchstick strips 
1 teaspoon (5 mL) canola oil 
1/3 cup (75 mL) light sour 
cream 

Salt and pepper 

METHOD: 

1 . Cut salmon into chunks, 
place in a dish with lemon 
zest, juice, and dill. Turn 
the pieces of salmon to 
coat evenly. Cover and mar¬ 
inate in refrigerator for at 
least 10 minutes. 

2. Cook linguine until al 
dente. Add carrots to the 
pasta after eight minutes of 
cooking, and then add the 
zucchini one minute later. 

3. Meanwhile, brush a non¬ 
stick skillet with oil and 
heat thoroughly. Drain 
salmon, reserving the mari¬ 
nade. Add salmon to the 


hot skillet and cook, turn¬ 
ing occasionally, until the 
fish is firm and just 
cooked, 3 or 4 minutes. 

4 . Add the reserved 
marinade and sour cream 
to salmon, and cook for a 
few seconds. Remove from 
heat and season lightly 
with salt and pepper. 

5 . Drain pasta and vegeta¬ 
bles, and transfer to a serv¬ 
ing dish. Add the salmon 
mixture, garnish with 
fresh dill and lemon 
wedges.
